He de-
clared further that in allying them-
selves with it moen admitted  them-
solvés falluves, and asked moclety to
do for them what they had been un-
able to nocomplish for themselves,

Prof. Laughlin took up the Inbor
quention with unglovad hands and first
made a plen for falr play In behalf
of the amploye, He amserted that bet-
ter conditions could be derlved by ré-
ductlon of the tarlff on raw materials
and that thin would redound to the
benefit of the employer and employe,
affording better marksts abrond and
cheaper products for home consum-
tlon. Labor and capital must work
in conjunction.

the toast, "The President of the Unit-
od Btates,” compared President Roomt-
velt to President Andrew Jackson.

GLIFTON
DISASTER

Impossible to Estimate the
Number Killed.

STEADY RAIN FALLING

Causes Largs Dam to Give Way
Precipitating Flood on
the Town.

CASUALTIES MOST FOREIGNERS

Owing to Disabled Wires, It ls Impos-
sible to Ascertain the Extent of
Damages Done or the Num-

ber Drowned. |

SOLOMONVILLE, Dec. h.—AS a re-
sult of thirty hours' steady rainfall
over Southern Arizona, the mining
town of Clifton, with eight thousand
population, was swept away by a ter-
rific fiood and hundreds of people
have fled to the mountains for safety.
Owing to the disabled wires, the de-
tails and partlculars are hard to get,
but it ls known that the death llst

much larger when full reports are re-
colved,

Tho greater portion of the popula-
tion are Mexicans and Itallans, who
ltve In squalid huts, all of which are
now inundated, bhelng on the flats of
the town, The town Is bullt in three
meotlons, Chass Creek, and North and
South Clifton. The catastrophe com-
41 menced with the breaking of a big
reservolr In the mountalne above the
town, precipitating n vast flood upon
Chase Cresk section of the town, The
principal strest of the town ls near
the bed of the creek and was com-
plotely destroyed, It was thers that
most of the fatalities occurred, as the
flood came in, breast on, and engulfed
the people without warning. The dead
are mostly forelgners, whose names
could not be learned. Two Americans
are known to hava perished. North
and South Clifton are swapt by a cur-
rent of the Ban Francisco river.

A dispateh from El Paso states that
no lralns are running, as the bridges
are elther washed ont or so badly
damaged as to make them unsafe.
The river I receding tonight and the
wonther has cleared, No fucther dam-
age ‘s apprehénded,

According to a dispatch recelved
tonight from ¥l Paso, the loss at Clf-
ton {4 appalling. North Clifton Is bad-
Iy wrecked, nearly all the resldences
In that section of the town wetre de-
gtroved or damaged, S0 many hotels
nnd restaurants have been destroyed
that it is nlmost Impossible to find n
place to eat or sleap, but there will
be no shortage of food, as most of
the stores escaped the flood.

SECOND DAY SESSON

Senator Foraker Demanded Im=
meiate Investigation.

BANKING LAW IS AMENDED

New Law Permits National Banks to
Make Loans on Real Estate Se-
curity and Was Passed
Two to One.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 6—A brisf
sesalon of the Senate today resultad
in the introduction of many bills, res-
olutions, petitions and memorials and
the Tecelpt of a number of communi-
cations fraom the exdeutive depsrt-
ment. Benator Foraker's Insistence
upon the immediate action of the ne-
gro soldlers of the 25th Infantry, de-
velopad a discussion, but resulted in
postponing action until tomorrow,

The House today, waiting on the re-
port of the appropriation bills, began
tha legislativé grind by passing three
measures. One was Incorporating the
natlonal German alllance; authorizing
the secretary of the treasury to du-
plicate gold certificates In litu of those
lost or destroyed and the bill amend-
ing the banking laws permitting bank-
ing associntions to make loans on real
estate as seourlty and limiting the
amount of such loans, The banking
bill has beéen one of the West's fa-
vorite measures and the leaders In the
Housa from that section lined up gen-
erally In favor of legisintion which, it
was asserted, would go far toward
popularizing the nationnl banks, Op-
ponénts of the bill, Democrats ano
Republicans, i{nslited that real prop-
erty was not proper security for loans
even though a limit was placed on ths
loans, The ddvocates of the measure
were too atrong, however, and the bill
was passed by a vote of two to one

PRESIDENT IS UPHELD

Somﬂef!myhlmm But

. Others Known to Be
- Guilty.

PUNISHMENT WAS JUSTIFIED

-

Discharging the Soldiers Would Be
Wholly Inadequate Punishment for
Those Guilty of Murder With-

" holding Evidence,

WASHINGTON, Dec, f.—An extract
from the report of Becrelary Taft re-
lating to the Brownsville outrage was
made public today. Secrotary Taft
justifies the discharge of the negro
Soldiers, saying that while some of the
men may have been wholly Innocent,
neither knowing the guilly mén or any

in thelr detection, although this ofn-
not be true of very man, as it Is
presumed, neurly every member of
the three companles is cognizant of
the crime and the identity of the per-
petrators. Secrefury Taft says that
the actlon of President Roosevelt was
the only means of ridding the mili-

murders of women and children and
the actual murder of one man Is the
cause for the discharge of the entire
battallon, ! ;

Secretary Taft says It ls & mi
to suppose that the order is the pun-
{shment of either the guilty or Inno-
cent. The discharge, he says, would
be utterly Inadequate to the punish-
ment for those gullty of murder or
of withholding evidence which would
discloss the perpetrators of such a
orime. He says the word “punish-
ment” Is an unfortunate misnomer.
This dismissal is not punishment,
however great the hardship. The sec-
retary enumeratés the different forms
of discharge from the army as “hon-
orable,” *“without honor,” and “dis-
honorable”

“Discharge without howyor” 18 where
the men are dismissed for the good
af the gervice, previous to the explra-
tion of their terms at which an hon-
oriible discharge would be given, The
séoretary further says that the sug-
gestion that the battallon has been
treated this way simply because the
men are colored, hardly merits notice,
The fact that thelr color may have
been the cause for the trouble In the
first plice may be true, but It forms
no justification for the plot to mur-
dor men, women and ohildran.

“In a body of men'" says the séc-
relary, “sworn to uphold the law; en-
lsted as instruments of malntaining
the supremacy of the law, no obliga-
tion of comradeship would prevent one
from telling the truth and detalling
the clreumstances that would lead to
the conviction of his assoclates in
murder, ean be reécognized by those In
authority and charged with the re-
sponsibility of maintaining diselplina
in the army."

Incroase for Engineers, Firomen and
Brakemen Will Be About Ten Per
Cent Over Present Wages Paid

by Company. '

CHICAGO, Dec, 5—The Tribune to-
day says: '

The railways of Chicago contemplate
making increases In the wages of
their emploves in the immediats fu-
ture, which, in the sggregate, will
make all increases made on the rall-
ronds of the country in the recent past
seem small by comparisoen, Advances
are expected to be glven between now
and January 1, which will make the
combined Incomes of the 450,000 em=
ployes of the line from $25,000,000 to
$30,000,000 greater fn 1907 than In
1908,

The only thing that may prevent the
proposed advances between now and
the end of the year, is Inabllity of
the rallroads and their trainnien to
reach an amicable agreement. The
enginesrs, conductors, firemen, brake-
men and other tralnmen have asked
both for tem per cent advances and
for an S8-hour day.

Rallway officials indlcate that they
are willlng to glve the ten per cent
Increase, but that they are not will-
ing to grant the demand for an 8-
hour day and their present disposition
{8 to withold the wage advance untii
the 8-hour day demand s withdrawn.
The trainmen will yield, they belleve,
after the ground for the denlal of
the 8-hour day I3 explained to them
in conference, and then the wage ad-
vances will speedily follow,

Rallway operating officlals say their
reason for declining to grant an 8-
hour day to tralnmen s that it would
elther make necessary  wholesale
changes In the arrangements of thelr
divislons or heavily Increase thelr op~
erating expenses In other ways.
